3. The terms of reference of the Tripartite Study 
group will he as under :— 

(a) To have an indepth study of the working 
and living conditions of workers in the de¬ 
centralised leather Sector as well as in the 
leather and footwear industry in the orga¬ 
nised sector, and 

(b) Recommend appropriate administrative 
and legislative changes together with the 


need tor constitution of a separate Welfare 
Fund by levy of cess on the leather and 
footwear industry as has already been cons¬ 
tituted for mica, iron ore, maganese ore, 
chrome ore, limeston, dolomite and beedi 
etc. 

4. The group may coopt upfo three additional 
members| special invitees who have familiarity with 
the problems of w.jikers covered by the terras of re¬ 
ference. The woup will have the power to appoint 
snb-committeslgioups, if necessary. 

5. The group will submit its report in two phases, 
the first phase being about, the decentralised sector 
and the second phase being about the organised sec¬ 
tor. Reports of both phases shcnild be submitted 
within a period of one year.
